MUSEUM BUYS A RIBERA. 

A valuable canvas by Josef de Ribera 
(II Spagnaletto) was recently pur- 
chased by the Metropolitan Museum.

''expert'/ and collector, and was sold to 
the Museum through the Brandus gal- 
leries.

A RARE FIND. 

M. Dorival, the French actor, believes 
that bargains in old pictures are still to 
be found in old curiosity shops. While 
on a tour in Berne, Switzerland, re- 
cently, M. Dorival noticed the end of a 
picture sticking out behind an old chest 
in a bric-a-brac shop. Liking the little 
he could see of it, he bought it for $8. 

When M. Dorival reached his hotel 
he examined his purchase carefully. It 
represented a game of tennis. The 
scene was full of light and wonderful 
clearness. There was a signature at 
the bottom. Rubbing the^name with a 
wet finger he read "Edouard Manet.'' 

Some days later he was at Nice and 
showed the painting to his friend 
Renoir, the painter. 

''But J saw it painted!" Renoir ex- 
claimed. "Certainly it is Edouard's 
work. There's his brother, and there's 
Berthe Morizot ! I can recognize them 
all." 

A picture dealer who was present at 
once offered $3,600 for the picture, but 
M. Dorival had already written to Paris 
about it and preferred to await the 
reply. When it came it was an offer of 
$6,500, which Dorival accepted. The 
picture has since changed hands at 
$10,000. . 

Inquiries at the old curiosity shop at 
Berne showed that the picture had been 
the property of a German who died 
suddenly in Bern and whose relatives 
in Germany sold all his effects to the 
dealer. 



MADRID. 

Announcement has just been made 
that the Council of State has at length 
acquiesced in the sale of Van der Goes's 
"Adoration of the Magi," which, two 
years ago, was purchased by the Kaiser 
Friedrich Museum at Berlin from an 
order of Spanish monks for $200,000, or 
1,000,000 'gold pesetas. ' ^ 

At the time of the sale, the picture, 
which hun^- in the Monastery of 
Monteforte, was claimed as the prop- 
erty of the Spanish Government, and it 
was declared that the monks had no 
right to sell it. When the agent of the 
German museum went to the mon- 
astery to secure the picture he was for- 
bidden admission by the police, on the 
ground that it was national property. 
Later, when admission was finally ob- 
tained, it was discovered that the 
picture had mysteriously disappeared. 

Since then much diplomacy has been 
resorted to by the Berlin and Madrid 
authorities, and in the former city much 
indignation has been expressed at the 



action of the Spanish authorities and 
threats were held out, of a diplomatic 
and legal nature, here in Madrid. 

It is now learned that the picture 
was removed from Monteforte, which 
is in Galicia, by order of the Minister 
of Fine Arts, has been carefully stored 
ever since, and will now be turned over 
to a proper representative of the 
Kaiser Friedrich Museum. 

The episode suggests to The Nacion 
that, as a basis of law for the preven- 
tion of the export of works of art, a 
method of exchange might be arranged 
between the national museums of 
various countries and that one museum 
might purchase from another, but that 
individuals could not be buyers. 



NEWPORT. 

The first annual meeting of the Art 
Association was held recently and it 
was decided to hold an annual exhibi- 
tion in the Hunt Studio, which the 
Association has leased. At the first ex- 
hibition, which will open with a private 
view, July 19, the following artists will 
be among the exhibitors: Sidney Bur- 
leigh, Elijah Baxter, F. W. Benson, 
Leslie Thompson, Dana Marsh, Albert 
Sterner, John W. Wolcott, E. W. Red- 
field, J. Alden Weir, Robert Reid, and 
W. L. Metcalf. 



BODE ON RUBENS. 

"Rubens painted about 800 pictures 
in his life, 2,000 of which are now in 
America," said Dr. Bode, to a AT. 7. 
Times correspondent recently. 

Dr. William Valentiner of the Met- 
ropolitan Museum, writing about 
Rubens and other celebrated painters, 
states that 80 authenticated works of 
Rubens and 12 by Velasquez are in 
America, and of 300 pictures known to 
have been painted by Franz Hals, 50 
are in the United States, and 40 of Van 
Dyck's:;.800 pictAires are also there.^ 

CORTISSOZ ON MAZO. < 

R. C. Cortissoz writing in the New 
York Tribune s^ys^'m an interesting de- 
scription of a recent visit to the Prado 
Museum in Madrid : 

"It seemed interesting on revisiting 
the Prado to overhaul Mazo with par- 
ticular care^ as I had overhauled him 
elsewhere^ and to see if I could what 
it was that justified the critic's apprais- 
al of him at so high a value. The man 
who was clever enough for a quantity 
of his paintings to be taken for works 
by Velasquez must certainly have been 
diabolically clever. For the life of me 
I could not see that the Mazos in the 
Prado lent any. aid to Beruete's conten- 
tion. He figures there, it is true, chiefly 
as a landscapist, and in the upper room 
where a number of his scenes are gath- 
ered - together he makes a decidedly 
good impression. But come to him fresh 
from Velasquez, go to and fro between 
the two, day after day, and you are 
driven to the conclusion that the paint- 
er of the landscapes never had it in him 
to .paint the 'Admiral' or that adorable 
'Lady with the Mantilla.' If Velas- 
quez did not paint them then they 
were done by some one worthier of 
him than Mazo. There is a famous 
'View of Saragossa' in the Prado, in 
which the town and the river were 
painted by the pupil, while Velasquez 
did the figures in the foreground. You 
have only to weigh the two parts of 
the picture, one against the other, to see 
the gulf dividing the men who made 
them. It is all in the touch, the inde- 
scribable, autographic, vitalizing touch. 
It is easier, it seems to me, to believe 
that Velasquez sometimes nodded and 
produced a painting below his average 
than to believe every such painting to 
be necessarily by Mazo. Even the sec- 
ond best of the master was too good 
for the man." 



FOREIGN ART NOTES. 

The owner of the famous Crespi 
Gallery, the most important private col- 
lection in Milan, has been authorized 
to dispose of its contents to purchasers 
from abroad. He has presented Cor- 
reggio's "Birth of Christ" to the Na- 
tional Brera collection. It is valued at 
$200,000. 

The seventh volume of the Diction- 
ary of Sales by Doctor Mireur, has 
been published and completes this 
work. 

M. Jacques Doucet, who sold his 
collection recently at auction for a large 
profit, has started another,' this time of 
modern works, and has just purchased 
a view of Venice by Claude Monet and a 
still life by Cezanne. 

It is with feelings of great regret 
that the London art- world has received 
the news of the retirement of Sir Sid- 
ney Colvin from the post of keeper of 
prints and drawings at the British 
Museum. A Trinity College man, he 
held the Slade Professorship of Fine 
Art in 1873 and became also Director of 
the Fitzwilliam Museum, where he 
founded the Library of Classical Arch- 
aeology. His place at the British 
Museum is to be taken by Mr. Camp- 
bell Dodgson, who has worked in con- 
nection with Sir Sidney for many 
years. The exhibition of the principal 
drawings and sketches acquired by the 
museum during the last eight years, 
which has been organized as a sort of 
parting tribute to this great official, 
suffices to illustrate the splendid catho- 
licity of his point-of-view. Phil May 
and Charles Shannon, Augustus John 
and William Rothenstein are accorded 
equal consideration with Tintoretto and 
Rembrandt,. Van Dyck and Watteau, 
while Rossetti and G. F. Watts figure 
among Claudes and Gainsboroughs. 
Much valuable work has been effected 
iD^Stf- Sidney in~th'e matter pi the pub- 
lication of indices and catalogues, the 
latter of real literary value and of in- 
calculable assistance to students. 

At the Gallery Haussmann (rue La 
Boetie) a first rate show of modern art- 
ists gives hope for the future of artistic 
France. Works by Madeline, Frank 
Boggs, Dauchez, Lucien Simon espe- 
cially attracted attention. 

There is serious talk of removing 
the "Ministry of Finance" to the St. 
Sulpice Seminary and transferring the 
Luxembourg Museum to the Rue de 
Rivoli, instead of the Seminary. Ex- 
cellent plan — suppressing the ever- 
existing danger of fire for the National 
collection through the negligence of 
Ministry officials, and a good thing to 
have the two great museums in the 
same building. 

A proposal to use the funds of the 
Edouard Andre legacy to purchase the 
Salome by Flenry Regnault, was reject- 
ed, as the funds are not yet available. 

The death of Raoul Larche, the well- 
known sculptor, knocked down and 
killed by a motor, is deplored by many 
friends and admirers. 

The painter Gourdault gets the 
National prize of paintings. 

Mr. Blakeslee, after having pur- 
chased many grand English pictures in 
London, is expected in Paris, where he 
is going to invest in masterpieces of 
the XVIIIth Century. 

At the Hotel Le Brun, the painter 
Roger Deverin and the sculptor Emile 
Popineau exhibit interesting works, 
among which I note especially Paris 
views, and "The Allier near Vichy." 
The "Young Shepherdess in Berry" is 
a fine piece of sculpture. 

At Devambez, the Russian painters 
and sculptors have met with deserved 
success. 



Three Dutch pictures loaned to the Na- 
tional Gallery by Mr. J. C. J. Drucker 
have now been presented by him to the 
Gallery. They are: "Ducks," by W. 
Maris; "Woudrichem," by The de Bock 
and "Montmarte," by M. Maris. This 
gift makes a total of ten picures of the 
Modern Dutch and French Schools gen- 
erously presented to the Gallery by Mr. 
Drucker. 

Ground was broken on July 4 for the 
American Art Academy on Janicular 
Hill in Rome. It is expected that the 
building will be ready for occupancy 
inside of two years. 

A portrait of Jerome Knapp by 
Gainsborough has recently been discov- 
ered. Knapp v/as clerk of the Haber- 
dashers ComjDany, 1754-1790, and the 
portrait has been in possession' of the 
company ever since. 

Friedrich Ludwig Gans of Frankfort- 
on-the-Main has presented to the Royal 
Russian Museum in Berlin his collection 
of antique art curios valued at $375,000. 

The collection consists of magnificent 
and comprehensive specimens of an- 
cient Greek and Roman goldsmithery, in- 
cluding diadems, necklaces, ear-rings, 
bracelets and rings. Many pieces are 
richly studded with jewels. There are 
also many examples of Byzantine and 
old Egyptian jewel work. 

Herr Gans is the proprietor of impor- 
tant chemical interests in Frankfort, and 
the owner of one of the most valuable 
picture collections in Germany.

OBITUARY 



Lawrence Alma-Tadema. 

Lawrence Alma-Tadema died June 
24 at Weisbaden, Germany, where he 
had been taking the cure. 

Alma-Tadema was born at Dronkyh, 
in the Netherlands, in 1836. 

At the age of 16 he went to Antwerp 
to study under Gustav AA'appers. His 
first great success was his picture 
"The Education of Clovis,'' painted in 
1861. In 1869 he began exhibiting at 
the Royal Academy and in 1870 moved 
to London. 

His career from this time was one 
long history of successes ; elected an 
associate of the Royal Academy in 
1876, he became an Academician in 
1879 and was knighted ten years later.

A Summer exhibition of twenty-one 
paintings by the late George Inness, 
nine examples of the late Alexander H. 
Wyant and five paintings by Thomas 
Moran is now on at the New York 
School of Applied Design. 



Mr. Lukeman's design for a monu- 
ment at Raleigh, N. C, calls for two 
heroic figures — one of an elderly lady 
of the ''Old South,'' seated on the step 
of a pedestal, in front of an exedra, 
reading from an open book to a boy of 
eight or nine, who stands rapt in atten- 
tion before her, holding a sabre and 
dreaming of war and conflict. The fig- 
ure of the lady will typify the old 
aristocratic life of the South, and she 
will be gowned in a quaint old ''befo' 
de war" dress, which belonged to the 
grandmother of Mrs. Edward P.

Another recent 
commission is a heroic bronze statue of 
Mayor William C. Maybury of Detroit, 
to be erected- in that city when com- 
pleted. 




the whole of his artistic career has 
been spent in Philadelphia, where he 
had become known as perhaps the 
most extraordinary instructor of his 
time, as well as an artist of very dis- 
tinguished ability. 

Air. Anshutz studied art at the 
Academy of Design, New^ York, at the 
Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts 
and in Paris under Doucct and Bougue- 
reau. At The Pennsylvania Academy 
he was a student under that veteran 
instructor, Thomas Eakins, who sur- 
vives him, and under Christian Schus- 
sele, who is long since dead. 

In 1881, at the age of thirty, he be- 
came an instructor in the schools of the 
Academy. 

There were on exhibition at the time 
of his death a number of his canvases. 
The 'Tris" and "The Incense Burner" 
were in Pittsburgh at the Carnegie 
Institute and the latter has been solicit- 
ed for exhibition in the early autumn 
at St. Louis. 

The Pennsylvania Academy owns 
two of his finest works, ''The Tanagra" 
and "Becky Sharp." In these may be 
studied the tremendous surety of 
drawing and modeling, which were the 
painter's strongest attributes. 

As a teacher, his popularity was 
almost without precedent. 

As a painter, Mr. Anshutz was cut 
off in the very flower of his production 
— his work was incresing in power and 
truth at every step and each canvas 
that left the studio was better than the 
last.

Oscar Lenz. 

Oscar Lenz, the sculptor, died in the 
Hahnemann Hospital, New York, June 
25. 

Mr. Lenz was born in Providence, 
R. I., in 1874, and began his studies at 
the School of Design there in 1886. 
While studying under St. Gaudens, he 
executed part of the statue of Diana on 
the Madison Square Garden Tower. 
Later he went to Paris and studied under 
Saulierre, and on his return, executed 
the Colonial Group at Charleston and 
some of the groups in the Pennsylvania 
Station, New York. 



Among the occasional visiting art- 
ists are Mr. Berninghaus, of St. Louis, 
and Gerald Cassidy, of Denver, Col., 
who have both signified their in- 
tentions of becoming regular members 
of the colony, Mr. Cassidy having in 
view for a studio one of the historic 
buildings of this quaint town. He is 
well known in the west as a painter of 
Indians, and has been living during the 
past six months in Santa Fe, where he 
has been making a special study of the 
Red Man ethnologically, and will leave 
shortly for an extended overland trip 
among the more isolated Indians of 
New Mexico and Arizona. He has just 
closed an interesting and success- 
ful exhibit and sale of water colors held 
in the Old Palace of the Governors in 
Santa Fe. One of his best aquarelles, 
representing the old buildings at the 
end of the historic Santa Fe Trail, was 
purchased for the German Government, 
by one of its representatives w^ho was 
in Santa Fe at the time of the exhibit.

FOREIGN ART SALES ECHOES. 

Although the phenomenal art sales 
of the Paris season this year are now 
well in the past and the Taylor and 
other notable art auctions in London 
are also finished, echoes of the events 
are resounding everywhere in the art 
world and will continue to be heard for 
a year to come. The unprecedented 
prices paid at the Lavigneur, Carcano 
and Doucet sales in Paris caused a 
sensation indeed — and led to the not 
unnatural report that the Doucet, if 
not the other collections had been sold 
en bloc before the actual auctions — and 
that the sale prices were simply made 
for the effect upon the market by a 
syndicate of dealers. 

We are able to affirm that this re- 
port is unfounded and that all the 
Paris sales were straight ones. Equally 



ANOTHER REMBRANDT FOUND. 

Mr. Julius Bohler, the Munich col- 
lector, who recently bought Rem- 
brandt's portrait of his father, in Lon- 
don for a few pounds, on the supposi- 
tion that it was a copy, has sold it to 
Herr von Nemes, the Hungarian col- 
lector, for a reported price of $112,500, 
on the strength of Dr. Bode's opinion 
that it is a genuine Rembrandt, 
instead of a reproduction of the sup- 
posed original hanging in the gallery of 
Mr. Neumann in London. 

Dr. Bode's opinion is that the canvas 
owned by Mr. Neumann is a clever re- 
production by one of Rembrandt's 
pupils. 



MORGAN'S RAPHAEL HERE. 

It has just been learned that Ra- 
phaeFs "The Madonna of St. Anthony 
ot Padua" was included in the eleventh 
shipment of Mr. Morgan's treasures 
from London which arrived here re- 
cently. It was purchased by Mr. Mor- 
gan in 1901 from Mr. Sedelmeyer. 

Raphael painted the picture for the 
nuns of St. Anthony at Padua, who had 
a convent at Perugia. The community 
needed money, and in 1667 the nuns 
sold it for about $2,500. Antonio Ba- 
gazzini, a nobleman of Perugia, was 
the purchaser. Later it passed into the 
possession of Prince Colonna. In 1825 
Francis I, King of the two Sicilies, be- 
came the owner, and still later it passed 
into the hands of Francis II. 



Wynford Dewhurst's "Efifet ^ • d'- 
Hiver," which has been on exhibition 
at the Durand Ruel Galleries in Lon- 
don, has been bought by the French 
Government for the Luxembourg. 



PITTSBURGH. 

The Sixteenth Annual Exhibition at 
the Carnegie Institute, closed on Sun- 
day, June 30, with a total attendance of 
30,517 persons. An important feature 
of the exhibition every 3^ear is the 
attendance of the school children. This 
year 39 different schools were repre- 
sented by 1310 pupils, accompanied by 
their teachers. There have been many 
prominent out-of-town visitors at the 
Institute, and several important sales 
have been consummated as a result. 

The number of paintings sold was 
twenty-one, eleven of these being pic- 
tures by foreign artists, which will 
tlius remain in this country. The com- 
plete list of sales follows: '"Kermess," 
by Gennaro Befani; ''Portrait of Her 
Grace, the Duchess of Rutland," by 
Jacques Emile Blanche; 'Trost and 
Sunshine," by George H. Bogert; "The 
Two Friends," by Ulisse Caputo;

BUFFALO. 



Under the heading of "The Fine Arts" i 
the Boston Transcript publishes the 
following: Mrs. Joseph Pennell, who, 
with her husband, wrote the standard 
biography of Whistler, has been look- 
ing over the National Gallery collection 
in Washington, and has some frank 
observations to offer as to the arrange- 
ments there. She not only finds fault 
with the lighting of the pictures, but 
sounds a note of warning as to the 
danger of accepting all the gifts offered, 
reminding her readers that (in spite of 
the ancient proverb about looking a 
gift horse in the mouth) if we do not 
examine into the quality of the works 
of art offered to the National Gallery 
by generous donors, we shall find our- 
selves "burdened with acres of rub- 
bish." This candid, truthful, and un- 
gracious remark is aimed directly at 
William T. Evans, apparently, and 
bears rather severely on his taste as a 
collector; for it is Mr. Evans who has 
been and still is, giving pictures by 
American artists with his customary 
liberality. 



. A number of museum directors have 
been in Buffalo lately to study the 
seventh annual exhibition of selected 
paintings by American artists, now on, 
to continue to Sept. 1. Entering from 
the sculpture court the gray-toned gal- 
leries where these pictures are hung, 
one gets a distinct impression, even be- 
fore examining the paintings individu- 
ally, that here is a collection of every 
modern school, every method, every 
master almost, of present-day Ameri- 
can art that does the greatest possible 
credit to those who have worked so 
hard to assemble it here. The Dearth 
room — filled with twenty-three of his 
latest works, which have been greatly 
appreciated here — the Inness and Try- 
on room, the large middle gallery hung 
with the works of every one of the 
"Ten American painters," as well as 
the four other smaller rooms contain- 
ing this collection — here are high 
achievements, the inner and real signi- 
ficance of which it is difficult to grasp 
merely by one, or more than one, hasty- 
visit to the gallery. 

The most important room is that 
given over to the work of Inness and 
Tryoii. Not since Pan-American year, 
1901, have so many and such fine In- 
nesses been assembled together. With 
Tryon, it might almost be called a re- 
trospective exhibition, for his twelve 
canvases shown here range from the 
early '80s down to the present day. One 
would hardly know the earliest ones to 
be the work of the man who is chiefly 
known nowadays for his poetic, dreamy 
atmosphere. "Springtime in France" 
(1883) is a bold and broad composi- 
tion, and "NcAV Bedford Harbor," of 
about the same date, — both lent by 
Mr. Bixby of St. Louisj, 'with 'four 
others, — is as virile. Tryon's later 
manner is excellently shown here, a 
manner of which his "Evening in 
May," owned by the Albright Gallery, 
is typical: as also are "Dawn," lent by 



Smith College; "Moonrise," lent by 
Mr. Albright; "September," lent iby 
Mr. William A. Rogers of Buffalo; 
"Late Twilight, Autumn," lent by Mrs. 
James S. Watson of Rochester (who 
also sends a superb Inness), and 
"Marshes in Autumn," lent by the 
Montross Galleries of New York. , 

Mention, at least, of the several Buf- 
falo artists who have added to the suc- 
cess of this exhibition would not be 
out of place. One of the most note- 
worthy of them is Urquhart Wilcox, 
instructor in painting at the art school 
of the Albright Gallery and himself 
an artist of steadily growing reputa- 
tion. Fie contributes two portraits, one 
of Dr. Roswell Park, in academic 
gown, and the other of Mrs. E. M. 
Cook of New York. Other local art- 
ists represented are George H. Tag- 
gart, Mrs. Evelyn Rumsey Gary, and 
Otto H. Schneider. One sculptor is 
represented — James E. Eraser, whose 
two marbles are given a prominent po- 
sition. 



CINCINNATI. 



The Nineteenth Annual Exhibition 
of American Art now on at the Art 
A/Juseum, will continue until July 27. 
As is natural in the rapid progress art 
is taking in this country, the exhibition 
this year surpasses all previous ones, 
both in quality and quantity. There 
are over 200 exhibits, and more Eastern 
artists have sent their work than ever 
before. Among the number are Ed- 
mund Tarbell, Frank W. Benson, Wm. 
Sargent Kendall, W. L. Metcalf, Paul 
Daugherty, Wm. M. Chase,. H. Gardner 
Gushing, Gardner Symons, Charles H. 
Woodbury, E. W. Redfield, E. H. Pott- 
hast, Henry Mosler, Daniel Garber, 
Colin Campbell Cooper, Robert Reid, 
Lillian Genth,' Ivan G. Olinsky, and a 
number of others.

The instructors at the Art 
Academy point^ with pride to the can- 
vases of many now famous artists who 
have once been students there, and 
have found fame and fortune in other 
places. 

Rudolph Tshudi, a local artist, has 
completed a picture symbolizing a Ger- 
man folk song for the Germania Turn- 
verein Vorwaerts of Qeveland, and it 
was presented to the ladies of that So- 
ciety recently. 

The life class of the Cincinnati Art 
Club recently gave their annual dinner 
to Frank Duveneck, who completed his 
fifteenth year as leader of . the clasSj 
which has in its time numbered many 
well-known artists. Mr. Duveneck re- 
cently returned from a trip abroad with 
his son. 

The Art Academy has closed its 
regular season and many of the instruc- 
tors have gone to their summer haunts.

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LONDON LETTER. 

London, July 3, 1912. 

Among the many interesting pieces 
of fine antique furniture to be seen in 
the galleries of Messrs. Charles at 28 
Brook Street, W., there is exhibited 
just now a magnificent set of four 
Adam tables which originally formed 
part of the equipment of the first State 
Room at Blenheim Palace. These 
tables, which are of gilt wood richly 
carved with the characteristic ranis' 
heads and delicate festoons of foliage 
and adorned with marble tops, were 
put aside some years ago, when the 
_decorationa jo^ 'the state . apartments 
were subjected to extensive alterations; 
they were recently unearthed from 
their hiding place and disposed of to 
Messrs. Charles, by the present Duke 
of Marlborough. Many others of the 
exhibits at these galleries can boast a 
career of considerable interest, as for 
instance, a fine stone fireplace, origin- 
ally 'belonging to the Hall of the Wor- 
shipful Company of Tallowchandlers, 
and removed therefrom to his private 
residence by an official when the Hall 
was rebuilt by Sir Christopher Wren. 
The fireplace narrowly escaped demo- 
lition during the great fire of 1666 and 
has in fact had' a career of adventure. 
It is finely carved with the armorial 
bearings of the Company. Among 
other "objets d'arf' worthy of especial 
mention, are a set of four armchairs 
and a sofa of early Chippendale, cov- 
ered with old needlework representing 
the four seasons, and a beautiful six- 
fold screen painted by Van Loo in little 
Watteau-esque scenes of great beauty. 

At the Netherlands Gallery, 11a King 
Street, St, James,' S. W., where one is 
certain to find canvases of only the 
first order, there may be seen at pres- 
ent, in addition.-to^^^^he-.Rubens.^. already 
reproduced in these columns, an inter- 
esting Vandervelde, representing the 
landing of William of Orange, one of 
the finest examples of this master. A 
very charming ''Skating Scene" by 
Lancret and Sir Peter Lely's portrait of 
the Countess of Southampton, are also 
on view, together with a remarkably 
strong portrait of tjie artist, David, 'by 
himself. The latter is a canvas that 
makes one wish that the powers that 
be would see fit to inaugurate here in 
London a gallery of artists' portraits 
of themselves, in the manner of that in 
the Uffizi in Florence. This David 
should certainly have a place in it! 

An interesting exhibition of the work 
of Josef Israels is now on view at the 
French Gallery, Pall Mall, S. W. The 
philosophy of the artist and his appre- 
ciation of and delight in the simple 
things of life, are well illustrated by the 
forty or fifty canvases on view. If at 
times a certain sentimentality pervades 
the painter's point-of-view, it is never 
entirely divorced from the dignity 
proper to the themes he chooses, and 
may, therefore, be forgiven him. The 
peasant in the role of husband, parent 
and son, children at play, humble fisher- 
folk toiling to wrench a living from the 
sea, these are the subjects that appeal 
to Israels as best worth embodying in 
paint, and if he sees these subjects 
more from the decorative side than 
from the sociological, there is no lack 
of sympathy in his rendering of them. 
The pictures now on view have been 
well selected and one is glad of the 
opportunity of studying Israels "en 
masse"; in fact, these ''one-man" shows 
are exceedingly valuable in the facili- 
ties they offer for the study of an art- 
ist's means and methods. One learns 
more in one visit to them than by view- 
ing odd examples at a dozen miscel- 
laneous exhibitions. 



The exhibition of pictures by British 
and foreign masters at the Carleton 
Galleries, Pall Mall Place, S. W., is 
well worth a visit. Turner's "Land- 
scape on the Tiber," painted in 1835 
and belonging to the Wynn-Ellis col- 
lection, is a fine, solid piece of work- 
manship ; there are some good portraits 
by Cotes and a couple of excellent 
Ostades, inn-scenes drawn in his best 
style. Charles Furze and Francis 
Wheatley are also represented. 

The Meryon Galleries at 24 Davis 
Street, Grosvenor Street, W., are at 
present devoted to an exhibition of 
water-colors by Lamorna Birch and oil- 
paintings by Fred Hall. The Cornish 
and • Devonion . landscapes . by , the for- 
mer are among the happiest of his 
achievements; they are of fine quality 
and the subjects are boldly handled. 
Mr. Hall's farmyard scenes are treated 
with considerable skill; among the 
most attractive are the studies "Fowls" 
and the "Suffolk Common," both of 
which are distinguished by truth and 
sincerity. The exhibition as a whole 
makes an exceedingly pleasant impres- 
sion. 

A remarkable collection of old en- 
gravings, including fancy subjects in 
stipple and mezzotint, and a number of 
ladies' portraits, have been brought to- 
gether by Mr. Alfred Davis, of 17 
King's Road, Sloane Square, S. W., 
some 'fine Bartolozzis, after Cipriani, 
Cosway and Downman being included. 
Especially noteworthy is a very fine 
impression of W. Ward's mezzotint of 
Hoppner's full-length portrait of Lady 
Heathcote as Hebe, a study instinct 
with life and a certain rhythmic grace. 
Of a different calibre, but of almost 
equal quality are a number of mezzo- 
tints by the same artist of canvases by 
G. Morland, among which those of "A 
Visit to the Child at Nurse," and the 
"Inside- of a -Country Ale-House," are 
conspicuous. J. R. Smith and R. 
Houston are well represented. 

The water-color studies of the Can- 
adian Rockies, exhibited by Charles 
John Collings at the Carroll Gallery, 10 
George Street, Hanover Square, W., 
have met with the most enthusiastic 
appreciation. The pictures are dis- 
tinguished by a fine sense of color and 
a temperamental interpretation of 
Nature in all her varying moods. From 
the technical point of view the draw- 
ings are calculated to rank high, from 
the decorative standpoint they leave 
equally little to be desired. There is a 
delightful absence of the superficial in 
Mr. Collings' work, every picture is a 
complete poem in paint, for the author 
is poet and artist in one. "After the 
Storm" and "Dreamland" are particu- 
larly worthy of notice. 

Sir Julius Wernher's Will. 

By the generosity of the late Sir 
Julius Wernher, the National Gallery 
will become the richer for Watteau's 
"Gage d'Amour," a picture which finds 
a fitting place in a great national col- 
lection. When put up in 1895 at the 
Lyne Stephen's sale at Christie's, the 
bidding started at 1,000 gns. ^ and 
eventually reached 3,350 gns, at which 
figure it was bought by Messrs. Agnew. 
The painting was engraved by Jean 
Pierre le Bas. l. g. s. 



PARIS LETTER. 

Paris, July 3, 1912. 

The Claude Monet exhibition at 
Bernheim jeune's is remarkable. There 
are about thirty Venetian views of a 
delightful color and feeling, full of 
charm and poetry. Among the best are 
the "Grand Canal," "San Giorgio Mag- 
giore," and "Rio della Salute." 

The Renoir Portrait Exhibition is 
also a great success at MM. Durand- 
Ruel's. 

The Comtesse Greffuhle and a select 
committee have organized three simul- 
taneous exhibitions of contemporary 
decorative art in three well-known 
Paris mansions, the HoteL Morny in 
the Champs-Elysees (M. de Canson), 
the Plotel Sagan (M. Jacques Selig- 
mann), the Hotel des Modes, Rue de la 
Ville I'Eveque (M. Manzi). The pieces 
loaned comprise pictures, furniture and 
art works by the best contemporary 
artists. At the Champs-Elysee I espe- 
cially liked the exhibits of Methey, 
Decoeur, Husson, Iribe, de Felice, Paul 
Jouve, Mezarra and Charles Rivaud. I 
like less the jewelry. 

It is modern art that one sees at the 
exhibition in the Rue de la Ville 
I'Eveque. It is thoroughly representa- 
tive of our days. 

Manet is best represented by a dozen 
masterpieces. The "Bar aux Folies- 
Bergere" was the "clou" of last year's 
exhibition in London. Sargent nearly 
bought it then, offering a large amount. 
"Tete d'fitude" is worthy of Velasquez. 
"Nature Morte" reminds one of Heda 
and Van Beyeren. "The Linge" is full 
of simple and profound feeling. It is 
hardly drawn, but all is there. The 
"Portrait of Mme. Manet" shows how 
different the artist could be in his man- 
ner. It is as fine as Raeburn at his best. 
"La Dame aux- fiventails"- is very Goy- 
aish. "La Parisienne" (Mme. Guille- 
met) shows the artist in his caricaturist 
mood. "Donki" the darling Maltese 
terrier, is a grand spot of color. "Le 
Cabaret de Reichshoflfen" is great in 
drawing, composition and color. 

Cezanne is one of the great trio in the 
exhibition, the others being Manet and 
Renoir. Many regard him as the equal 
of Rembrandt. It is a very optimistic 
view. A wonderful painter indeed, but 
the construction and the perspective in 
his works might be better. Cezanne 
could do it — if he liked. He is brutal. 
One would think that he takes plasure 
in outlining his thoughts roughly, as if 
to finish anything,, were unworthy of 
him. His "still life" style is monoton- 
ous. In his portraits he neglects to 
draw the hands and the minor details, 
working always "pour I'effet general," 



Manet, tries all manners. His "still 
life" pieces are very similar to 
those of Velasquez. In his 

"Flowers" he is very unequal. "The 
Breakfast" is a splendid work, loaned 
to the exhibition by the Museum of 
Frankfort. He chooses his colors 
finely, and combines them with taste. 
In his "Bassin aux Nympheas" he gives 
an idea of his remarkable ability in this 
respect. In his "Argenteuil" he is 
calmer and nearer the Barbizon School. 
His "Waterloo Bridge" is splendid. It 
attracts and retains the attention. 

Raffaeli suffers from the neighbor- 
hood of Manet. Clever and pleasing as 
he may be, he yet lacks impulse. 
. Degas's dancers are well .known and 
well drawn, felt, and undefstodcl." ^Tn 
technique his portraits are masterly. 
In one of them "A Woman," he shows 
something of the style of Rembrandt. 
His "Femme Penchee dans un Fau- 
teuil" recalls Vermeer. The colors of 
his Russian dancers are perhaps too 
daring. 

Berthe Morisot's light colors give an 
impression of youth and freshness. In 
her great decorative schemes a la 
Boucher, she harmonizes agreeably, 
greens and blues. 

The Pissaros and Sisleys are not 
numerous, nor very good. Toulouse- 
Lautrec is there in too good a company; . 

Mary Cassatt loves children, and one 
can see it in her charming interpreta- 
tions, directly inspired by her contem- 
poraries in color and technique, but un- 
doubtedly eighteenth century in per- 
sonal feeling. 

Forain is a great draughtsman, but 
he should not paint. His colors are 
muddy. The "Femme aux Affiches" is 
an under-Manet. "Au Foyer" is good, 
as well as the very vaporous "Femme 
Enveloppee." 

- Las^r-l>ut not least, , Vincent Van 
Gbgii, the mad genius of our times, is 
represented by three pictures — two 
flower pieces and a pastoral. "Le 
Meridienne" is very fine and typical. 
The flowers are decorative. None of 
his portraits are here. So much the 
better, perhaps — they are too strong, 
distorted and disagreeable. 

The director of this exhibition of 
modern art, one of the best seen in a 
long time, may be reproached for one 
omission. The history of art would 
certainly have gained much if the cata- 
log, being properly dated, had informed 
the visitor of the changes of manner of 
the various painters. But — nothing is 
ever absolutely perfect. 

The Sedelmeyer Exhibition of ten 
paintings by Tiepolo attracts a lot of 
attention, especially since SIgnor Tit- 
toni, the Italian ambassador, has asked

Among the landscapes the "Route au 
Auvers-sur-l'Oise" has the profound 
feeling of reality. Other landscapes 
are intentionally sketchy. The artist 
loved to indicate summarily his first im- 
pression of a fiiie thing, and if satisfied 
seemed afraid to finish it, perhaps 
through fear of changing the effect. 
Renoir, who is now getting so old, is 
well represented. His "Amoureux," is 
on orgy of green and grey, harmoni- 
ously combined. His "Femme Nue 
.Couchee" is full of originality; it might 
have been designed 'by Boucher and 
painted by Titian, and yet it is a Renoir 
all over, displaying the versatility of 
the master of the modern epoch. His 
"View of Venice" is strongly colored. 
His nudes are often too sketchy. In his 
"Jardin Fleuriste," he has assembled 
very pleasantly many shades of pink, 
green and soft blues. 

Claude Monet, like Renoir and 



of the Story of Renaud and Armida 
have been illegally removed from the 
Villa Cartier at Genova and now are in 
the Paris dealer's possession. 

At the galerie Georges Petit, Adrien 
Demont-Breton shows two hundred 
canvases, among which the open-air 
studies near Wissant, where he lives, 
rank as first-rate landscapes. His his- 
torical words, "Eurydice" and "Moses 
in the Desert" deserve mention. 

At the Allard galleries, Andre Silice, 
a young landscapist, shows talent in 
his views in the Vosges, especially in 
his "Corner at the Tholy," and his 
"Farm in the Vosges." 

At Bernheim's, a few of Bonnard's 
latest works are exhibited. Fifty sea- 
scapes, landscapes, interiors, still lifes, 
show how versatile this great colorist 
can be and place him high among the 
good modern artists. 

A grand show of Persian miniatures 
is open at the Pavilion de Marsan.

OLD VS. MODERN ART. 

. The huge prices given recently for old 
masters on both sides of the Atlantic have 
given rise to a discussion in Paris among 
leading art authorities as to w^hether the 
art of past times was really superior to that 
of the pres.ent. An interesting symposium 
on the subject was published last week by 
the Excelsior, and it appears that critics 
and artists are divided into three camps — 
the modernists, those . who prefer the an- 
cient styles, and the eclectics, who refuse 
to draw a dividing line between the two. 
The modernists are loud in denunciation 
of the worship of ancient work, which 
seems to fill the minds of great collectors, 
declaring that it is a question of life and 
death to living artists, who are being 
starved by the old masters. 



EUROPEAN AUCTION SALES. 



THE TAYLOR COLLECTION. 

The celebrated collections formed by 
the late John Edward Taylor, proprie- 
tor of the Manchester Guardian, was 
sold at Christie's July 1-12. The col- 
lection included many famous Turners, 
several of which were formerly owned 
by Ruskin. The Old Masters were not 
overlooked by ]\Ir. Taylor and such 
names as Bronzino, Memling, Fra 
Angelico, Rembrandt, Titian, Francia, 
Da Vinci and Correggio, etc., were rep- 
resented in the catalog. 

There- Avas a great audience at each 
session of the sale, including repre- 
sentatives of the leading art firms of 
Europe and America. Few among the 
audience knew that at one time the 
collections were bequeathed by Mr. 
Taylor to the Government, but at the 
outbreak of the Boer war, which was 
bitterly opposed by him, he revoked 
that part of his will which gave his 
collections to the Government. 
FIRST SESSION. 

Duveen Bros, were the principal pur- 
chasers at the opening session and secured 
the following gems: $19,425 for Riccio's 
"Andromeda;" a rare diptych of Milanese 
workmanship for $18,375; Cellini's allegori- 
cal group called "Virtue Overcoming Vice;" 
a triangular inkstand by Riccio, an elabo- 
rate inkstand by Riccio and a French lim- 
oges — all went to Duveens for $18,275 each. 
Seligmann & Co. gave $48,300 for a pair of 
large Venetian andirons, $8,400 for the Spi- 
nario copy of the celebrated antique figure 
in the Museum of the Capitol at Rome. M. 
Knoedler & Co. gave $7,875 for a Floren- 
tine candlestick. 

SECOND SESSION. 

The second session was given up to 
Italian majolica, Limoges enamels, etc. A 
Limoges candlestick for which Mr. Taylor 
paid $1,200 in 1882 went to Duveen Bros, 
for $21,525. A Medici porcelain water ves- 
sel was secured by Seligmann & Co. for 
$9,975. It is believed to be one of- the 
largest specimens known and was at one 
time in the Castellani Palace at Rome. Two 
of the finest specimens of Limoges went 
to J. & S. Goldschmidt. One was a small 
portrait plaque of Flenry of Navarre by 
Leonard Limousin for which he paid $8,660; 
the other a Limoges plate by Susanne 
Court painted in translucent colors, for 
which he gave $7,350. 

M. Hamburger paid $6,560 for a Dinan- 
derie statue of St. Leonard from the Church 
of Leau, Belgium. 

Among others of Seligmann & Co.'s pur- 
chases were a large Limoges enamel dish 
by Jean Courtois painted with "The Feast 
of the Gods," after Raphael, $4,830; a plate 
by Jean Courtois representing "Joseph and 
His Brethren," $3,780; a Delia Robbia 
plate, modelled in relief with a cherub's 
head, $3,255, and a Gubbia plaque, in Flor- 
entine carved walnut wood frame, finely 
painted in green, blue and lustred ruby and 
brown showing "Saint Francis Receiving 
the Stigmata," $3,410. 

THIRD SESSION. 

Some of the most precious objects were 
sold at the third session and the prices ob- 
tained were in a good many cases higher 
than expected by the '^Experts." Dr. Val- 
entiner of the Metropolitan Museum was 
present but made no purchases personally 
for the Museum. Seligmann & Co. paid 
$40,950 for a Flemish 15th century tapestry 
panel "Repose in Egypt," depicting the 
Virgin and Child and St. Joseph beneath a 
tree in the branches of which are cherubs. 
It was formerly in the Spitzer collection. 

The highest price ever paid for an Ital- 
ian majolica ($14,175) was given by Du- 
veen Bros. for. a Gubbia dish dated 1524. 
The same buyers also purchased a diptych 
of translucent enamel on silver for which 
thoy paid $34,650. It is composed of two 
plaques beautifully enameled with the Na- 
'civity and the Adoration of the Magi. The 
finest specimen of Italian furniture went to 
Seligmann & Co. for $9,450. 

FOURTH SESSION. 

There was lack of interest on the part 
of the Americans at this session owing to 
the fact that it was their great national hol- 
iday which all Americans celebrate. How- 
ever, the chief item sold was a bronze 
statuette of Hydria (fifth century B. C.) 
which went to M. Kelekian for $3,225. 
FIFTH SESSION. 

The long awaited for sale of the Taylor 
pictures came with this session when part 
of them were sold. It was one of the most 
interesting and exciting sessions. Messrs. 
A.s:new carried off most of the Turner 
prizes. 



Judging by the price paid M. Knoedler 
& Co. carried off the gem of the sale — it 
was 'The Portrait of a Young Man," by 
Bronzino, for which thev paid $56,700. It 
is painted on panel and depicts the fair sub- 
ject dressed in black silk doublet with 
slashed sleeves. It was in the, Bourtales 
and Selliere collections. Another portrait 
of a Young Man by Bronzino went to the 
same buyer for $30,450.

SEVENTH SESSION. 

High prices ruled as usual at this session. 
The record price, $36,225, was given by 
Duveen Bros, for a famille verte vase. A 
Louis XVI commode of oak by C. C. Sau- 
nier went to Lewis & Simmons for $25,200. 
Hamburger Freres paid $21,000 for a 
Louis XVI parqueterie secretaire. A Louis 
XVI clock by Imbert Laine, in an ormulu 
case, surmounted by a figure of Chanti- 
cleer, went to Mr. Hodgkins for $5,250. 

EIGHTH SESSION. 

There was a marked decrease in atten- 
dance at this session. The chief item of in- 
terest was a Persian rug which went to 
Duveen Bros, for $26,250. This was one 
of the highest prices ever paid for an Ori- 
ental rug at auction. A pair of Kang-He 
powder-blue vases, once in the Blenheim 
Palace went to Mr. Gorer for Sl,890. 

A bronze, "Hymen," French of the late 
eighteenth century, was sold for $840 to 
Mr. Gorer. 

A pair of Kien-Lung Chinese vases and 
covers, twenty-three inches tall — famille- 
rose, fetched $3,675. This price is regarded 
lotus plants. The shoulders and covers are 
as by no means excessive in view of the 
quality of the vases. They are finely en- 
ameled with river scenes, figures in boats, 
and mandarin ducks swimming among 
decorated with blue lambrequin panels with 
pink; peonies and medallions with gilt drag- 
ons on a black ground. 

NINTH AND TENTH SESSIONS. 

Thursday's and yesterday's sessions 
which closed the sale were given up to the 
sale of the silverware which included two 
Elizabethan silver-gilt tazzas, one made in 
1564 and the other in the following year: 
an Elizabethan fruit basket of 1597, and 
an Elizabethan tankard and cover of 1572. 
The last named, which is beautifully 
chased, was exhibited at the Burlington 
Fine Arts Club in 1901.

The collection of oils and watercolors of 
the Barbizon and English schools belong- 
ing ^ to Mr. G. N. Stevens was sold at 
Christie's^ June 15 too late to be recorded 
in the June issue.
